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All signs 
point to yes 

As Edmonton moves for¬ 
ward with new arena, Oilers 
owner hopes to host 2016- 
17 all-star game there EMU 
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Royals. Party atmosphere 
hits London with the eagerly 
awaited birth of a new prince 


Champagne bottles popped and 
shouts of “Hip! Hip! Hooray!” erupt¬ 
ed at Buckingham Palace on Mon¬ 
day as Britain welcomed the birth 
of William and Kate’s first child, a 
boy who is now third in line to the 
British throne. 

Hundreds of Britons and tourists 
broke into song and dance outside 
the palace as officials announced 


that the future king was born at 
4:24 p.m., weighing eight pounds, 
six ounces, at central London’s St. 
Mary’s Hospital — the same place 
where William and his brother 
Harry were born three decades ago. 

The imminent arrival of the roy¬ 
al baby was the subject of endless 
speculation on social media and 
was covered for days on live tele¬ 
vision around the world, but in the 
end the Royal Family managed to 
keep it a remarkably private affair. 

In line with royal tradition, a 
terse statement announced only 
the time of birth, the infant’s 



gender and that mother and child 
were doing well. It gave no infor¬ 
mation about the baby’s name, 


and officials would say only that a 
name would be announced “in due 
course.” 

“Her Royal Highness and her 
child are both doing well and will 
remain in hospital overnight,” it 
said. William also issued a brief 
statement, saying, “We could not 
be happier.” 

Officials said William, who was 
by his wife’s side during the birth, 
would also spend the night in the 
hospital. 

London’s landmarks, includ¬ 
ing the London Eye, lit up in the 
national colours of red, white 


and blue, and the city had a party 
atmosphere unmatched since last 
summer’s Olympics. 

A large crowd rushed against the 
Buckingham Palace fences to catch 
a glimpse of an ornate, gilded easel 
displaying a small bulletin formally 
announcing the news. 

The framed sheet of paper be¬ 
came the target of a thousand cam¬ 
era flashes as people thrust their 
smartphones through the railings. 
Some waved Union Jack flags and 
partied on the streets to celebrate.

Budget cuts take 
a toll on school 
infrastructure 

A major reduction in 
the number of mainten¬ 
ance staff who service 
the city’s public schools 
could impact student 
safety, says the president 
of the union representing 
maintenance staff. 

While 15 maintenance 
workers have already 
been axed, Jeff McIntyre, 
president of Local 784, 
said it is expected nearly 
40 more positions will be 
cut this fall. 

In June, trustees 
unanimously passed the 
2013-14 budget, which 
significantly reduced 
Plant Operations and 
Maintenance funding 
and reduced full-time 
maintenance staff by 45 
per cent. 

McIntyre said the 
cuts impact electricians, 
plumbers, welders and 
millwrights who service 
everything from basket¬ 
ball nets to boilers within 
the school. 

“We know that there 
are over 200 sites out 
there that we currently 
maintain and with 25 per 
cent less staff, it’s going 
to take longer to get to 
these schools.” 

McIntyre said the cuts 
could impact safety be¬ 
cause buildings will not 
be inspected as often. 

EPSB chair Sarah Hoff¬ 
man said while the cuts 
will make for a “really 
tough situation,” safety 
will have to remain a top 
priority. 

Retiring Superintend¬ 
ent Edgar Schmidt told 
Metro in a year-end inter¬ 
view earlier this month 
that the cuts will impact 
the district’s buildings.

The Oilers and the city un¬ 
veiled new project signs at the 
arena site on Monday. LaForge 
said he is excited to see even 
small steps the project is mov¬ 
ing forward. 

“The Oilers are coming 
downtown, along with about 


2.5 million fans and custom¬ 
ers, who are going to enjoy 
the arena district downtown,” 
he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said even though the signs 
are just a small step they will 
show Edmontonians what the 
project will look like and what 
they can expect. 

He said it’s an exciting time 
for downtown Edmonton. 

“This project, coupled with 
many others that are going to 
happen over the next number 
of years, are going to forever 
change the centre of this city,” 
he said.

An Alberta politician charged 
in Minnesota with paying for 
prostitutes wants more time 
to decide whether he should 
keep his seat in the legisla¬ 
ture or resign. 

Mike Allen, elected in 
2012 for the governing Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives, was 
arrested last week in a pros¬ 
titution sting while on a gov¬ 
ernment trip in St. Paul. 

Allen, 51, issued his third 
public apology on Monday, 
but for the first time deliv¬ 
ered it in front of news cam¬ 
eras. 

He told reporters gath¬ 
ered inside his constituency 
office in Fort McMurray that 
he is embarrassed, sorry and 
hopes for forgiveness. 

He said he wants to talk

with voters and see if he can 
rebuild their trust before 
making a decision on his 
political future. He plans to 
make up his mind before the 
fall sitting of the legislature. 

“I will not short-circuit 
that conversation by step¬ 
ping aside immediately, as 
less difficult a route as that 
might be for me personally,” 
he said. 

“Fort McMurray is my 
home. I love this community 
and I won’t decline to face 
it in a moment of personal 
crisis.” 

Allen is now sitting as 
the member for Fort Mc¬ 
Murray-Wood Buffalo as an 
Independent. 

He stepped down from 
the Tory caucus last Tuesday, 


the morning after his arrest. 
He also quickly paid back the 
$2,000 expense tab for the 
trip. 

He was formally charged 
Friday with a gross mis¬ 
demeanour of solicitation 
of prostitution in a public 
place. The charge carries a 
maximum one-year sentence 
and a $3,000 fine. 

The Opposition Wildrose 
has called on Allen to resign. 
The party paid for its own 
poll, by Abingdon Research, 
which asked people living 
in his constituency whether 
he should stay or step aside. 
Of the 219 people who re¬ 
sponded, 69 per cent said he 
needs to go. 

The party said the poll has 
a margin of error of 6.6 per 
cent, 19 times out of 20. 

“The people of Fort Mc¬ 
Murray-Wood Buffalo need 
a full-time MLA standing up 
for their interests each and 
every day, not an MLA facing 
down scandals and deciding 
whether or not he should re¬ 
sign,” said Wildrose Leader 
Danielle Smith.

Frustrated by what they view as 
government inaction, oppon¬ 
ents of the controversial GuZoo 
took their case to the legisla¬ 


ture on Monday. 

About three dozen people 
showed up to call for the clos¬ 
ure of the zoo in Three Hills, 
which came under renewed 
scrutiny this month when 
troubling photos of the condi¬ 
tions there were released first 
to Metro. 

Bonnie Farion, a spokes¬ 
person for the Council of Con¬ 
cerned Albertans for Animal 
Welfare and Public Safety, who 
released the photos to Metro 


and organized the protest, said 
the government never should 
have allowed the zoo to reopen 
after it closed in 2011. She said 
the latest photos make it clear 
the owner has no intention 
of keeping it up to standards. 
“They may have put lipstick on 
a pig but it hasn’t prettied it up, 
it hasn’t made it better.” 

Two protesters did show up 
in support of the zoo. Elaine 
Cottrell said she hopes the gov¬ 
ernment rejects the protesters’ 


call for closure. “I have four 
children and we have gone out 
there eveiy single year,” she 
said. “Where else do you get to 
pet a little baby cougar?” 

Jessica Potter, spokesperson 
for Alberta Sustainable Re¬ 
source Development, said her 
department, as well as Agricul¬ 
ture and Rural Development, 
continue to investigate the

Royal birth. Prime 
minister, Governor 
General congratulate 
Will & Kate as admirers 
await new arrival’s name 


Canadians greeted their like¬ 
ly future king with a flurry 
of congratulations on Mon¬ 
day, but the long-awaited an¬ 
nouncement of the prince’s 
birth didn’t seem to spark the 
same frenzy that surrounded 
his parents’ wedding. 

The countiy’s political 
leaders were quick to send 
good wishes, with many issu¬ 
ing statements shortly after 
Clarence House officially an¬ 
nounced that the Duchess of 
Cambridge had delivered a 
son. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper hailed the arrival of “a 


future sovereign of Canada,” 
calling it a “highly antici¬ 
pated moment for Canadians 
given the special and warm 
relationship that we share 
with our Royal Family.” 

Gov. Gen. David Johnston 
also congratulated Prince 
William and his wife Kate, 
saying that as a father of five, 
he knows well “the elation 
that a new arrival brings to a 
young family.” 

Even those opposed to 
the monarchy welcomed the 
prince’s arrival. 

Tom Freda, director of the 
organization Citizens for a 
Canadian Republic, said any 
news involving the Royal 
Family renews the debate 
over the relevance of a mon¬ 
archist system, “and debate is 
good.” 

Several national land¬ 
marks — including the CN 
Tower, Niagara Falls and 
Parliament’s centre block — 


were set to shine blue Mon¬ 
day night in honour of the 
newborn prince. 

Anticipation surround¬ 


ing the royal baby had been 
building in recent days, but 
even royal-watchers recog¬ 
nized it hasn’t rivalled the 


near-obsessive excitement 
that ushered in the royal wed¬ 
ding two years ago.

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Girl’s legacy will renew child welfare: Foster mom 


Phoenix Sinclair. 

Must find meaning in 
killing of five-year-old, 
woman tells inquiry 


The woman who was called 
“nana-mom” by a Manitoba girl 
who was bounced in and out of 
foster care before she was mur¬ 
dered says the five-year-old’s 
death cannot be in vain. 


Kim Edwards, who 
looked after Phoenix Sin¬ 
clair during part of her short 
life, told an inquiiy that 
“her legacy will renew the 
child-welfare system.” 

All children are entitled to 
protection, but the same priv¬ 
ilege shouldn’t be given to the 
social workers who failed Phoe¬ 
nix, Edwards said in her final 
submission on Monday. 

“Our Phoenix will create a 
safer and better life for many 


other vulnerable children,” 
an emotional Edwards told 
Comm. Ted Hughes. 

Hughes is examining how 
Phoenix slipped through the 
cracks and how her death went 
undiscovered for months. 

Final submissions are sched¬ 
uled to end next week. A report 
is expected by December. 

Phoenix was killed by her 
mother, Samantha Kematch, 
and her stepfather, Karl 
McKay, after repeated and hor¬ 


rific abuse. Both were convicted 
of first-degree murder in 2008. 

The pair neglected, con¬ 
fined and beat Phoenix. She 
died of her injuries on the 
basement floor of the couple’s 
home on the Fisher River re¬ 
serve in 2005. 

Kematch continued to col¬ 
lect child-subsidy cheques. 

Phoenix was taken by Child 
and Family Services at least 
twice but was always returned.

Kitchener, Ont. Daycare 
operator charged with 
poisoning two children 

A 32-year-old Ontario woman 
who used to operate a home 
daycare is facing charges after 
police allege she poisoned two 
children. 

Waterloo Regional Police 
allege the suspect gave the 
children an eye-care prod¬ 
uct that can cause abnormal 
drowsiness, low blood pres¬ 
sure, respiratoiy problems and 
decreased heart rates in young 
children. 

The woman operated a 
home daycare in Kitchener 
from 2009 to 2011, and inves¬ 
tigators are concerned there 
may be more alleged victims. 

In March, the suspect was 
caring for a friend’s child who 
was taken to hospital with 
“serious physical symptoms,” 
police said. The child recovered 
but later had to be brought 
back with similar symptoms. 



Detectives discovered that 
another child who had been 
under the woman’s care in July 
2010 had similar symptoms, 
and recovered after a few days 
in hospital, police said.

not over tuition fees or finan¬ 
cial aid, but basic grammar.

The error was made in the 
standard introductory line 
of all certificates: “We, the 
undersigned, attest....”

“undersigned” must be modi¬ 
fied to indicate whether those 
granting the diplomas are 
male or female. About nine 
months ago, according to 
the Journal de Montreal, Ma¬ 
lavoy’s female deputy min¬ 
ister was replaced by a man, 
and the word “undersigned” 
should have taken the male 
plural version of the word. 

A government official at¬ 
tributed the error to a clerical 
oversight, but not one that the 
ministiy is rushing to correct. 
The printing costs worked out 
to $225,000, so the govern¬ 
ment won’t reprint the dip¬ 
lomas en masse. Instead, it 
will provide a corrected copy 
to any student who requests

Are video game players ath¬ 
letes? The U.S. government 
thinks so. 

In what’s being touted as a 
victoiy for competitive gam¬ 
ing, electronic sport players 
are now eligible for athlete 
visas allowing them to work, 
travel and reside in America 
for up to five years. The visas 
are the same as those given 
to foreign athletes in other 
major sports leagues, like the 
NBA and NHL. 

The change comes at a 
time when e-sports in North 
America are transitioning 
from small-time hobby to big- 
time business. 



“The ecosystem is growing 
by leaps and bounds,” said 
Dustin Beck, vice-president 
of e-sports at Riot Games. 
“We’re seeing an average of 
nearly four million fans tun¬ 
ing in weekly for our Euro¬ 
pean and North American 
broadcasts and we hit 18 mil¬ 
lion unique views for our all- 
star finals back in May.” 

Riot, the company be¬ 
hind the popular League of 
Legends game and its attend¬ 
ant League Championship 
Series, was instrumental in 
lobbying for the visa changes. 

“For it to be legitimized 
in the eyes of the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment is a huge milestone 
for the pros and the sport,” 
Beck said. 

Prior to the change, for¬ 
eign gamers would often 
face delays at the border or 
be refused entry all-together, 
sending their teammates 
scrambling to find replace¬ 
ments. 

“Getting a visa was a 
lengthy and frustrating 
process,” said Edmonton’s 
Danny Le, better known by 


his League of Legends han¬ 
dle, Shiphtur. 

Le was forced to miss an 
important competition in 
Las Vegas in March. When 
the visa changes came into 
effect in May, he left uni¬ 
versity, packed his bags and 
headed to California to live 
and train with his fellow 
Team Coast players. 

“Living in the U.S. in our 
gaming house was manda¬ 
tory in order to compete at 
the highest level,” he said. 

The government’s deci¬ 
sion has sparked significant 
debate over whether gamers 
deserve to be called athletes. 
On sites like GameSpot and 
Reddit, some commenters 
are worried the move will 
undermine established ath¬ 
letes. 

“Without a doubt I would 
consider e-sports players as 
athletes,” Le said. 

“We have to remain both 
physically and mentally fit. 
We do this by eating right, 
exercising daily and doing 
proper research to be ahead 
of the curve.” 



Nothing’s free. More 
unpaid interns in Canada 
suing for back wages 


Unpaid interns agree to work 
free in exchange for train¬ 
ing and job prospects, but a 
growing number of them say 
employers aren’t living up to 
their side of the bargain. 

In recent months, former 
interns in the U.S. have won 
several high-profile lawsuits 
for back wages, spurring a 
growing backlash here in 
Canada. 

Jainna Patel, 24, a math 
and statistics graduate from 
McMaster University, filed 
a federal labour complaint 
against Bell Mobility after 
spending five weeks in its

Program (PMP) in Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont. 

In response, Human Re¬ 
sources Development Can¬ 
ada sent a letter to Bell, 
requesting it either pay Pa¬ 
tel’s back wages or contest 
the complaint she filed. The 
company had until July 9th 
to file its response. 

A Bell spokesperson told 
Torstar News Service that 
their program is not only 
legal, but one of the best 
internships in the country. 

In the year since Patel 
first filed her complaint she 
hasn’t heard from Bell, but 
remains hopeful because in¬ 
terns across North America 
have been winning cases like 
hers. 

Last month, two unpaid 
interns working on the Os¬ 
car-winning film Black Swan 
successfully sued Fox Search¬ 
light pictures. A New York 
district judge ordered the 
film production company to 
pay back wages because the 
interns did the same work as 
regular employees, provided 
value to the company and 
performed low-level tasks 
that didn’t require any spe¬ 
cialized training. Fox is ap¬ 
pealing the ruling.

My friend and I have a code word that we use 
whenever we catch each other staring at 
someone for a prolonged period of time. It’s 
a subtle way to notify one another that it’s 
time to look away. This is more of a one-sid¬ 
ed initiative, however, as I never let my gaze 
linger for more than a couple of seconds 
while she has a tendency to stare excessive- 

iy- 

She insists that she doesn’t realize she’s 
doing it — hence the need for a secret phrase 
to covertly remind her to stop being creepy 
— and she’s certainly not the only person 
out there with a habitual staring problem. 

As a daily public transit user, I know all 
about uncomfortable eye contact with stran¬ 
gers. It can be difficult to know where to look in a packed 
train or bus, which is why most of us use props — books, 
cellphones, perhaps even this very newspaper — in an ef¬

fort to avoid gazing at fellow passengers. 

Social norms dictate that non-stop star¬ 
ing should be avoided, and yet some people 
just can’t help themselves. Whenever I catch 
someone looking at me I immediately feel 
two things: embarrassed (because I fear a 
stray piece of spinach must have wedged it¬ 
self in between my teeth) and kind of irritat¬ 
ed. 

Staring, even if it is harmless or uninten¬ 
tional, has the tendency to make others feel 
self-conscious and objectified. Nobody 
wants to be eyed up and down by a stranger, 
but what is the appropriate response to this 
sort of behaviour? I’ve never had the auda- 
city to react with, “Take a picture, it’ll last 
longer,” but I have thrown out a passive aggressive “Can I 
help you?” on a couple of occasions. 

Then again, maybe this notion that everybody is con¬ 


stantly looking at each other is all in our heads. 

Earlier this year, researchers at the University of Sydney 
published a study on the topic of gaze perception and dis¬ 
covered that humans have a tendency to presume other 
people are staring at them, even when they aren’t. And no 
it’s not because we’re a bunch of paranoid narcissists — this 
expectancy is actually a defence mechanism. 

In primates, a lengthy direct gaze is a sign of aggression. 
Researchers theorize that this hostile interpretation could 
explain why humans are hard-wired to assume that they 
are being looked at in order to anticipate potential threats. 
It might also explain why we have an innate ability to “feel” 
as though someone is watching us even if we can’t see them 
directly. 

So remember, if you do 
come across someone worth 

gawking at, there’s a strong _

Marriage Boot Camp. 

Series draws to a close 
in November, but a 
new show will look at 
how memorable 
'zillas are doing in 
their marriages 


They’re often drunken and con¬ 
trolling, weepy and abusive, 
but you won’t have all those 
bridezillas to kick around come 
November. 

The cranky grande dame of 
reahty wedding TV, Bridezillas 
is ending its decade-long run, 
having morphed from a rela¬ 
tively sane look at stressed-out, 
spendy New York brides into a 
hit for WE tv featuring off-the- 
rails couples from all walks of 
life around the country 

As the cameras trail along 
a week or so before their big “I 
dos,” these brides curse, scream 
and threaten, break stuff, 
whine for bling and sometimes 
get physical, usually with their 
spouses-to-be or overworked 
and unpaid bridesmaids. 

But fear not fans: A spinoff, 
Marriage Boot Camp: Bridez¬ 
illas, offers some sustenance 
as it follows five ’zilla couples 
from seasons past as their 
stretched-thin unions teeter 
on wacky therapeutic exercises 
like playing dead for one an¬ 
other in a coffin. 

Before there were any mar¬ 
riages, though, there was that 
big day. In more than 180 epi¬ 
sodes that included one “gay- 
zilla,” everything goes wrong, 
nobody listens, vendors deserve 
to die and wedding vows are 
incomprehensible. The series 
finale is scheduled to air Nov. 1. 

Laura Halperin came on 
board as an executive producer 
deep into the third season, ris¬ 
ing through the ranks as a stoiy 
developer once the sleepy little 
show focused more sharply on 
the negative. 

“There really weren’t veiy 
many wedding shows on. Now 
it’s land of like a wedding- 
palooza out there,” she said. 
“I think that we said what we 
needed to say, which is some¬ 
times the ladies take things just 
a little too seriously.” 

Who wouldn’t, what with 


all the incompetence swirling 
around these brides, and all 
the people trying to steal their 
limelight, and all the — gasp 
— fat people in their wedding 
parties? 

Tricia Cha, now mom to two 
daughters in Portland, Ore., 
was part of the tamer freshman 
class on season one. 

She bankrolled most of the 
wedding herself. The worst it 
got for this strong-willed deci¬ 
sion maker, on camera at least, 
was a bridesmaid’s dress deliv¬ 
ered in the wrong size. Cha rev¬ 
elled in her gifts from Tiffany, 
met with her high-end pho¬ 
tographer, toured her trendy 
West Village reception space 
she picked without her groom 
and eventually slipped into her 


$4,000 Richard Tyler gown with 
a smile on her face. 

Would she sign on as a 
bridezilla now? 

“I would not,” she laughed. 
“I don’t think the word bride¬ 
zilla is one most people would 
like to have their name at¬ 
tached to.” 

But she felt the show fairly 
portrayed her union to her 
hubby, Jeff. “We weren’t the 
screaming lunatics that other 
people were, so I don’t think 
there was a lot of moments for 
us to be portrayed too differ¬ 
ently,” she said. 

Enter Melissa Adams Moore 
of season seven. Her tipsy exit- 
interview advice after the wed¬ 
ding went like this: “This (ex¬ 
pletive) is not worth it. Don’t 


do this (same expletive). I love 
you. We’re married. So beauti¬ 
ful. Tear. Don’t do it.” 

But before those sage words, 
she threatened to gouge out 
her mother’s eyes and strangle 
and eat her cake designer. Not 
satiated by their 15 minutes of 
reality fame, this bridezilla and 
husband Chris re-upped for this 
year’s Marriage Boot Camp, ac¬ 
knowledging trust issues and 
other relationship troubles. 
The first season of the spinoff 
finishes up July 26. 

“I would have rather eloped 
in Vegas,” Adams Moore said 
from Daytona Beach, Fla., of 
their stint on Bridezillas. 

“It’s not really worth it. You 
take so long to plan for months 
and months and months for 


this one day and nothing is ever 
going to go exactly how you 
want it. It was too much stress 
and drama and dependence on 
people.” 

Hence the heavy drinking 
for so many bridezillas. Kirs¬ 
ten Walker of season six was 
among the thirsty. She was a 
theatre actor before hitting the 
show and demonstrating Oscar¬ 
worthy drama, warring with 
her band, lamenting tearily 
that her dress had been cut too 
short and sobbing, “My tan is 
running” on her wedding day. 

Leigh Edwards, a professor 
at Florida State University in 
Tallahassee, said Bridezillas and 
their TV kin put a tangle of cul¬ 
tural anxieties on the line. 

“At stake is a larger cultural

In the Summer issue of 
Best Health we feature 
an article by one of our 
columnists, registered 
dietitian Sue Mah. She 
talks about the import¬ 
ance of getting enough 
fluids, especially in the 
hot summer months when 
we sweat more. But, as we 
talked about last week, 
not all drinks are created 
equal. 

Healthy choices 

In addition to water, coco¬ 
nut water and vitamin- 
enhanced waters, here are 
some other options: 

Lower-fat milk 

It has lots of essential 
nutrients. One cup of one 
per cent milk has calcium, 
vitamin D, magnesium 
and phosphorus. 

Vegetable juice 

These typically have one 
full serving of veggies, and 
fewer calories than fruit 
juice. 

Not-so-healthy choices 

Here is one you might 
want to limit: 

Sports drinks 

A bottle of a sports drink 
like Gatorade contains 150 
calories and 35 grams of 
sugar. It also has 270 mg 
of sodium. Try one of the 
calorie-reduced versions.

The bitter tmth 
about sweeteners 



Debate. Have a sweet 
tooth but don't know 
what's best (or worse):

Here’s the lowdown 
on the popular 
sweeteners

Want to know what sweeten¬ 
ers are good for you? Metro 
breaks down the benefits and 
drawbacks of the most com¬ 
mon kinds. 

Sugar 

Natural, yes, but “added 
sugars” (which also include 
simple sugars like honey and 
brown sugar) was recently 
put on the American Heart 
Association’s (AHA) black list 
of items that were detriment¬ 
al to heart health. 

“The best rule of thumb is 
to start with an unsweetened 
food and add just a touch of 
sweetener yourself,” nutri¬ 
tionist Dr. Janet Brill explains. 
“For example, try unsweet¬ 
ened iced tea or plain, non-fat 
yogurt and add in a touch of 
your sweetener of choice.” 

Aspartame 

One way to avoid added 
sugars is to use an artifi¬ 
cial sweetener. Aspartame 
is made up of methanol, 
phenylalanine and aspartic 


acid, and is 200 times sweeter 
than sugar, says Brill. Brand 
names of the product include 
Nutrasweet and Equal. As an 
added bonus, it is calorie-free. 

While the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
European Food Safety Au¬ 
thority have said it is safe for 
human consumption, some 
research has cast doubt on its 
long-term safety. 

Malitol and sorbitol 

These artificial sweeteners are 
sugar alcohols. They are not 
completely absorbed in the 
body, which means that the 
body takes in less calories than 
when you consume regular 
sugar, Brill explains. 

However, they can cause sev¬ 
eral gastrointestinal side effects. 

“Most ‘sugar free’ or ‘diet’ 
foods are made with one of 


these sweeteners, which is 
exactly why when you eat 
those foods you are more gassy 
and bloated,” says celebrity 
nutritionist Mark Macdonald, 
author of New York Times-best- 
seller Body Confidence. 

“Your body cannot metabol¬ 
ize fake sugars. There has been 
many other health and digest¬ 
ive challenges reported with 
these fake sugars, so you are al¬ 
ways better to use the healthy 
sweeteners to sweeten up your 
food.” 

Agave nectar 

Agave nectar is a natural 
sweetener made from the 
same plant that they use to 
make tequila. It ranks low 
on the glycemic index, which 
means it does not raise blood 
sugar levels rapidly. 

However, this may be due 


to the fact it is hard for the 
body to process because it is 
a form of fructose, chemically 
similar to high fructose corn 
syrup. 

Though it contains some 
additional minerals, it is in 
too low quantities to make a 
significant difference. 

Stevia 

Stevia is a natural sweetener 
made from a South American 
plant that has been used for 
hundreds of years. 

“Stevia is the healthiest 
low cal sweetener on the 
market, so that is what I rec¬ 
ommend most,” Macdonald 
pointed out. 

However, recent research 
shows that stevia may not 
lower blood sugar levels and 
could negatively affect blood 
sugar control in diabetics.

I love cash. When bad 
things happen — lost wal¬ 
let, power outage and credit 
or debit card terminal woes 
— a secret cash stash rules. 

Here’s a case in point. 
My youngest daughter had 
a fraudulent charge on her 
credit card. She caught it 
and got a new card. How¬ 
ever, she now appears to 
be on a high-risk watch list 
and any “odd” transaction 
triggers a block. On a recent 
trip to the U.S. her card was 
declined while trying to fill 
up her car to drive back to 
Canada. 

Luckily, she occasionally 
listens to her mom and had 
an emergency $100 stashed 
in her car. 

At home and everywhere 
you go some cash should be 
available. And I don’t mean 
through ATM machines. 
They can run out of bills, 
break down or be felled by 
a power outage as happened 
during the recent floods in 
Alberta and Greater Toron¬ 
to. 

At home, I recommend 


singles have around $200 
cash while families should 
aim for at least $100 per 
person. Yes, someone could 
break in and find the dough 


under your mattress. But 
the risk is small compared 
to the inconvenience of be¬ 
ing stuck without money in 
an emergency. 


During holidays or busi¬ 
ness trips, you should have 
sufficient funds available 
for at least one night at a 
hotel plus meals. Sure, there 


are emergency replacement 
services available, but you 
can’t always contact the 
credit card company and a 
couple of days might pass

Fortunat¬ 
ely, they had $500 cash and 
were comfortably able to 
wait out the storm. Kids also 
need to be made aware of 
the emergency cash. A note 
and receipt for any money 
used is a good plan.

When my oldest daugh¬ 
ter was in high school she 
cleaned out the teapot and 
bought pizza, movies and 
taxi rides for a bunch of 
friends. She paid it back, 
with interest, and never

MLB. Brewers star 
accepts penalty for 
violating baseball's 
drug program 


Former National League MVP 
Ryan Braun was suspended 
without pay for the rest of the 
season and the post-season 
Monday in the first penalty fol¬ 
lowing Major League Baseball’s 
investigation of the Florida 
clinic accused of distributing 
performance-enhancing drugs. 

Braun accepted the penalty. 

“I am not perfect. I realize 
now that I have made some 
mistakes. I am willing to accept 
the consequences of those ac-

tionshe said in a statement. 

MLB attempted to suspend 
Braun for a positive drug test 
after the 2011 season, but an 
arbitrator overturned the pen¬ 
alty because the star’s urine 
sample was not handled as 
specified by baseball’s drug 
agreement. 

Braun, Yankees star Alex 
Rodriguez and more than a 
dozen players were targeted 
by MLB following a report by 


Miami New Times in Januaiy 
that they had been connected 
with Biogenesis of America, a 
now-closed anti-aging clinic. 

Commissioner Bud Selig 
announced the penalty, citing 
Braun for multiple unspecified 
“violations” of baseball’s drug 
program and labour contract. 

“We commend Ryan Braun 
for taking responsibility for his 
past actions,” said Rob Manfred, 
MLB’s executive vice-president 
for economics and league af¬ 
fairs. “We all agree that it is in 
the best interests of the game 
to resolve this matter. When 
Ryan returns, we look forward 
to him making positive contri¬ 
butions to Major League Base 
ball, both on and off the field.”
